AT THE CITY COHVEHTION OF THE SOCIAL- 
DEMOCRATS, MILWAUKEE, FEB. 27. 

Mr. Chairman and Comrades: 

It is no idle phrase if 1 tell you that I have not sought this nomina¬ 
tion and tliat personally I would very much prefer another e,.niradc 
who is a more able S[>eaker than T. Yet I understand that I am simply 
a soldier of the Soeialist revolution. You command; I obey. I a!,.> 
highly appreciate the honor of being selected to be the baniier-liearer 
of the Social-Rpihocratie party that is going to sweep the city from 
one end to the other at the next election. 

We are going into this fight with the understanding tluat this is 
only a very small and insignificant part of the grand social and economic 
revolution which we intend to aeconipl.sh. yet a very necessary part 
and a stepping-stone to greater things.

But corruption in our municipal affairs is not a new occurrence, and we call attention 
to tho fact that It is to the-comptivo power of capitalism, playing upon the venality, the uncertainty for the future 
and tha bnsiness initinct of those who have made ^litica a bnainesi, that we owe the ocandalous corruption of our 
government By the average capitaliit and business man the bribing of a politician’is conaidored ahaolutely legitl* 
mate, if buaineaa requires it. 

We do not ne^ to provo those pointa They were proved hy tho grand jury. 

A municipal government cannot have the same end in view ai a private butinese. A municipal government ought 
never to be conducted fiom motives of personal gain. The trouble is that too many municipal governments have 
heeo to conducted—and that is jnat tho reaoon why wo have inveaUgationt in St. Louis, Grand Rapids, Chiengo, Mil¬ 
waukee, etc.—“bneineaa” admini^ationi, every one of them. • 

Nor does any intelligent man longer believe in the panacea of electing so-called 'good men' to office. Plenty of 
'good men” have been corrupted by the system which they have tried to patch up and regulate. All high-sounding 
clamor by capitalist partiea abont buaineaa principles, 'good men,” etc., is therefore simply a dishonest bid for votes. 
Business corrupts poUtica. 

The Social-Democratic party goea to the root of tho oviL Sociaiiam will some day entirely remove the cauaet, 
and thay will only disappear to tho extent that we introduce Sociaiiam. And the Social-Democrate, having this goal 
in riaw, are above temptation. Of the many Social-Democrats eloctod in Germany, England and Austria, hardly one 
hai evar fallen by the wayside.

'Whicb makei it the part of stupidity 
or hypocricy longer to contend that the condition of the workers 
ia improving. If the wage-workers and the farmers were 
proaperouB, they would not permit landlords to gain control of 
their homes and lands and exact tribute for their use. 

On the other hand, there is evidence equally convi^ndng 
that the rich are growing richer. When MACHINERY first 
began to be an important factor in production in this country 
about a half a century ago (mark this word “MACHINERY 
its paramount importance in the question of the production and 
the diatribntion of wealth will be made plain in what ia to 
follow), millionairea were practically unknown. There is some 
jjtLiion whether John Jacob Astor or old Commodore Vander.* 
bilt waa the first millionaire, but it doesn’t matter much since 
each became wealthy by speculating in New York real estate, 
though Vanderbilt afterwards added greatly to his fortune by 
toweating in railroads. 

The fact that should bo kept plainly in mind i.s that while 
the priyain ownership of land enabled a few ffien to acquire 
what was considered great wealth even in the days of Washing¬ 
ton, millionaires wire practically unknown until the introdu^ 
tion of msehinery into production enabled a few men to own 
the machines and keep part of the products of those who used 
them ta the price of their use.

Things 
profitable must be continued; things 
unprofitable must be eliminated.

The Milwankee Sentinel has been 
somewhat jarred hy a claim made 
in Milwankee by Max S. Hayes, lie- 
fore a ‘TToung Men’s club, to the 
elTect that the laboring class m so¬ 
ciety, the capitalist class being a superfluous class. 

In a letter to the Sentinel Comrade Hayes said: ‘‘You seem to be 
grieved because I 'counsel laboring men to wrest the police power from 
the hands of society.’ Who is society, anyhow? The capitalists? 'riie. 
laboring claisa is the overwhelming majority, and, therefore, is society, 
and should enjoy self-government, directly instead of by proxy, direct¬ 
ly instead of indirectly.” 

This and a further remark by Hayes that society is made up of two 
classes, thc laborers and the capitalists, sets thc Sentinel off into an 
excited excursion througb the census statistics, but with rather odd 
results. It gives the percentages of people employed in gainful pur¬ 
suits—in agriculture, professional service, trade and transportation, 
manufacturing, etc., and' then points out that there are “but sixty per¬ 
cent of thc population actually engaged in gainful occupations.” 
Thereby attempting to give tlic impression that the industrial workers 
are, after all. but a fraction of society, and that there are other classes 
worthy of consideration. .iVnd it goes into particulars: 

“Among the 47.?20g7O persons not listed me engeged in gainful oocupa- 
tion. are many adult peraona who are living upon nccumnlntM revenues, re¬ 
tired nierrhents. menufacturere. and farmera, and widows end yoong people 
whose ineomes are derived from life insurance or eatatea.** 

The Sentinel speaks of 47,229,270 as not included in 

the, list of persons engaged in gainful ocenpations, meaning 
that that number arc non-workers from the industrial stand¬ 
point. Rut to get such a' figure, it must include the 

women and children of the working' class as well as those of the rich 
claiw. which is very clever, of course. But when »'e speak of the work¬ 
ing ela-s-s, we certainly include the entire working claas families. The 
wives of working men work harder than the men themselves, for they 
are hoine drudges who must make both ends meet on starvation wages. 
Moreover, they boar the bmnt of the suffering of their claas, due to the 
exploitation of labor by the capitalist class. 

Far from confounding Comrade Hayes’ contention, the Sentinel 
only bears it out when it talks of “retired merchants” and “penons 
living on accumulated revenues,” for these are manifestly beneficiaries 
of a wrong Social and industrial system. “Accumulated revenues” means 
accumulated “rights” to draw tribute from those who remain at work; 
it means vampiriem. Hetirefi business men really belong to this class 
also. A wrong social system has given them the right to retire and 
live in ease and plenty, while the wa^ worker, by wage labor alone, can 
never retire to idleness without starving to death or becoming a tramp. 
Thc workers arc not only doing their own work, bnt a large added 
amount for these drones as well, so that the drones do not deserve to 
he considered when it comes to saying who shall manage soceiety. Of 
course, we realise that rich drones, under the capitalist system, sre set 
up as our leading citizens by snch sheets as the Sentinel, but that does 
not alter their real economic rights from the standpoint of social 
justice. 

Saint Simon said that “all men must work.” St. Paul is reported 
to have said: “Ho that will not work, neither shall he eat” In other 
words, the workers are society—are the only deserving ones. This is 
thc Socialist position, only wc go so far as to make the distinction that 
working the workere is not working. We do not believe in parasites! 

Bnt it has been said that the Devil can quote scripture to his 
purpose, and the Sentinel seems to be able to do the same with statis¬ 
tics. However, statistics really tell a different story from what the 
Sentinel reads into them. An examination of the government census 
figures shows tliat the “workifig” claas, omittiiig fancy salaried capital¬ 
ists and including those workers who do not get a wage, makes up 
about 5.S per cent of the population. Add to this the agricultural class 
(which is certainly made np of hard workers) and we have, say, 30 
per cent more. .And we will count the professional claas, too, althongh 
some of its memhers, lawyers and military and naval officers, for in¬ 
stance, arc parasites although necessary under the present system, and 
this class gives u.s another six per cent,’ wc will say. -\nd to even np 
our leniency with thc foregoing class, we will omit the merchant class, 
making up something like eight per cent, al’’ough some merchants 
etc. arc undoubtedly workers. So we have therefore over 90 per cent of 
workers—which fi^re, in order to be surely on thc safe side and to 
allow for some who may have been ificluded among Bie workers who 
really do not belong there, wc will cut down to 80 per cent. TTius, we 
sec. that four-fifths of the people may be classed as workm and one- 
fiftli as shirkers. ’ . 

Xow. which claas shonld mle .America? .And which clasa does 
rule it? Manifestly, the shirkers. The workers cannot contribute mil¬ 
lions of dollars to campaign fnnda but the plntocrsts can and do, and 
it gives them control of the government. In one of the McKJnley 
campaigns alone Hanna collected ov»r thirteen million dollars from 
the trusts and money-lords and work-lords with which to “sweep the 
country.” 

• Bat papers like the Sentinel claim that even the simon-pure cap¬ 
italists arc workers, as their wealth works for them. But ia it their 
wealth? Of a truth it isn’t. 'That wealth represents flcecings from 
lahor. It represents capitalist plunder that will diaaolve awav as soon 
as the capitalist syslciii is overthrown by the workers. 

So who is aoeicty? Thc shirkers or the workers? It ia a question 
that answers itself.
